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These pages do not pretend to be anything near a complete 
inventory of the construction and community development 
that has taken place in and near Whitesburg since the new 
airport project began eight years ago. But they are indica- 
tive that things are happening here, more things than some 
of us take time to total up. The problems which have faced 
Letcher County in the sixties--unemployment, lack of op- 
portunity--are not yet solved. These pictures portray some 
of the efforts to upgrade community facilities. The public 
buildings on this page all were built with substantial state 
or federal aid, or both. We are indebted to Tom Bethell, 
who volunteered time and effort to produce the pictures on 
these pages.
